African trade safari 
set by state leaders

Like the conquerers of the 
16th century, an expedition 
from Ohio Is invading Africa in 
search of trade and wealth. The 
weapons of these modern-day 
explorers are not guns, but 
calculators, as they try to 
establish an Ohio beachhead 
on the African continent. 

The members of this expedi- 
tion will be Ohio legislators, 
businessmen and state offi- 
cials, who are tentatively sche- 
duled to spend from August 17 
to August 31 in five African 
states to determine where Ohio 
will set up an African trade 
office. 

Leader of the legislators will 
be Sen. William F. Bowen (D- 
Cincinnati), who was the guid- 
ing force in the legislature 
behind the creation of an Afri- 
can office. Phillip Code, Chief 
of the Department of Devel- 
opment's International Trade 
Division, is caordinating the 
trip. ‘ 

Bowen spearheaded the 
creation of the African office 
through an amendment to the 
state budget, to place an office 
in Lagos, Nigeria. However, a 
December , 1983 coup in Nige- 
ria disrupted Ohio's plans, and 
Bowen revised his legislation 
to allow the site of the trade 
office to be elsewhere in Africa. 
The August trade mission will 
focus attention on the five 
prime candidates for the office: 
Egypt, Kenya, Cameroons, 
Nigeria and the Ivory Coast. 

The African continent still 
remains arich source of wealth 
for trade explorers seeking 
their fortunes. According to 
Code, even a small country like 
Cameroon does $436 million in 
trade with the United States, 
and a giant like Nigeria does 
world trade of $16 billion. In 
Egypt, there are close to $2 bit-

lion in Aid for International 
Development projects -- 50% 
of which must be spent in the 
United States. The goal of the 
African Office is to bring a por- 
tion of those dollars into Ohio 
in trade with Ohio busines: 
persons. ” 
According to Code, the coup 
in Nigeria was “a set-back, but 


_it may have worked for our 


benefit,” because it opened up 
the Whole continent to be 
viewed by the delegation as 
possible sites. Although the 
office may still go to Nigeria, 
Code felt that “certain assu- 
rances must be made about the 
stability of the government” 
before the office: would go to 
Nigeria. The other states men- 
tioned are nations with a recent 
history of stable governments. 
“We're not going to go into 
Africa with blinders on," 
according to Code. “We're 
going to see what Africa has to 
offer. Although other states in 
Africa “can't be excluded,"~ 
thereis one country where the 
trade office will not be. “There 
is,” in Code’s, words, “No 
attractiveness to South Africa’ 
whatsoever.”

Bowen's leadership roll in the 
Senate is indeed significant when 
one considers the fact that from 
1803 to 1966, a state law virtually 
negated chances of a Black win- 
ning an Ohio Senate seat.

In 1964, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled Ohio's system of electing its 
legislators was in violation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution and mandated 
the enactment of a law in com- 
pliance with the ameridment. 

As & result, in 1965, a Re- 
publican-controlled Apportion- 
ment Board created the plan under 
which state legislators are to be 
elected by districts instead of 
countywide. Thus, in 1966, three 
Blacks were elected to the Ohio 
Senate for the first time in the his- 
tory of the state.

After July 20, Ohio's welfare 
recipients will no longer be stig- 
matized as persons relying on pub- 
lic welfare for thelr meat and 
bread. 

But the Department of Public 
Welfare, like the old saying abouta 
“rose is a rose” has been renamed, 
but will still have the responsibility 
of rendering the same public ser- 
vice to people in need. 

Asa result of legislation enacted 
by the Ohio General Assembly and 
signed into law last week by Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste, welfare 


departments, both state and 
county, will be officially known as 
Departments of Human Services. 

State Rep. Otto Bertty Jr, D-

tion, said the term welfare tends to 
stigmatize those, who of neces- 
sity, have to reply on public 
assistance.

The Hamilton County court system has been exposed in 
Cincinnati once again for what it really is. Attorney Gene 
Smith was angered recently when he felt that local prose- 
cutors removed Black jurors from a trial invilving a Black 
male defendant. Smith has been reported as saying that 
Hamilton County prosecutors.routinely exclude Black 
jurors from trials involving Black defendants so that those 
defendants can be judged by all-white juries. 

By removing Black jurors, prosecutors feel that they will 
have © better Chance te convict Black defendants, espe- 
cially Black males. All-whiie juries feei the same Way the 
white prosecutors feel when it comes to Black males who 
are on trial. The feeling is "Let convict them and send them 
off to jail so they won't hurt any of us anymore.” Gene 
Smith spoke out and said something about it, but anyone 
who has lived in this county long enough knows that what 
ee a eee 
cient to drive the honeymoon to the breaking point, the

Methodists prohibit 
ordination of gays: 


BALTIMORE, Md. -- The 
United Methodist Church will 
prohibit the ordination and 
appointment of homosexuals 
according to action taken here 
on May 10 by the General 
Conference of the United 
Methodist Church. 

“Since this practice of 
homosexuality is incompatible 
with Christian teaching, self- 
avowed homosexuals are not 
to be accepted as canidates, 
ordained as ministers, or 
appointed to serve in the 
United Methodist Church,” the 
conference dclared. . 

Earlier the General Con- 
ference had added the words 
“fidelity in marriage and 
celibacy in singleness” to its 
standard for ministry. The 
seven words were presented 
by a task force appointed by 


the 1980 General Conference 
to study the question of 
ordination of gay men and 
lesbian women. 

The Judicial Council, the 
“supreme court” of the United 
Methodist Church, ruled, upon 
appeal, that these words did 
not necessarily prohibit the 
ordinatior and appointment of 
homosexuals. 

In the Judicial Council's 
opinion, the qualification for 
ordination and appointment of 
candidates for ministry was left 
in the hands of the several 
annual conferences and their 
boards of ordained ministry.

Not long ago. p&iple, both black and 
white, bled and even died so that Black 
people could exercise the right to vote. 


Were those sacrifices in vain? By not vot- 
ing, we have no effect on the power 
structure, and are virtually making our- 
selves an invisible entity. Too often we-are 
looked upon as a nuisance. One that does 
not understand the power of the vote. 
Does a batter hit a home run by “choking 
up” and punching at the ball? No. He 
takes a full swing, with power. 

And the power of Black America is in 
the quantity of registered voters. And 
that power is most effective when it is 
distributed properly. On too many occa- 
sions, our voting power is “weighted” to 
one side. The Democratic party takes our 
vote for granted. In our political strategy 
for the 80's, our vote should gain respect 
from both the Democratic and 
Republican parties. 

We cannot achieve this goal through 
protest voting. A vote for a “lost cause” is 
a vote for our opponents. If more Black 
voters would register as Republicans, 
both parties would include Black people 
in their political strategies. Thus, 
improving our voting power. 

Remember, just because you voted in 
the Democratic primary, doesn't mean 
you welanet rote fer the other party in

Statewide Jackson forces 
upset about delegate picks

due, in part, to “thresholds” for 
delegates in the various state 
Congressional districts. 

A candidate must reach a 
threshold amount of support in 
a Congressional district 
(national rules call for between 
15 and 30 percent) in order to 
gain delegates in that district. 
“Bonus” delegates are also 
awarded to the candidate who 
wins a plurality of the votes in 
the district. 

Arnold Pinkney, national 
chairman of Jackson's cam- 
paign, argued that, in Ohio, the 
thresholds were set too high in 
predominately white districts 
and too low in the one predom- 
inately Black Congressional 
district in the state (the 21st) to 
ensure that Jackson would 
receive a fair share of the 
delegates. 


After meeting with Jackson, 
National Democratic Party 
Chairman Charles Manatt sent 
a letter to the chairmen of the 
50 state Democratic organiza- 
tions, urging them to rectify the 
situation by adding unpledged 
delegates.. However, in Ohio, 
no delegates were awarded to 
Jackson in this way. 

State Democratic Party 
Chairman James Ruvolo 
defended the process, arguing 
that it was in compliance with 
National Democratic Party 
rules. The rules awarded 105 of 
the 175 delegates in accor- 
dance with the results in each 
Congressional district, and 49 
delegates in accordance witha 
minimum statewide threshold 
of 20 percent. Because Jack- 
son did not reach the 20 per- 
cent threshold, he was ineligi- 
ble to receive any of those 
delegates. Twenty-one dele- 
gates would be “reserved for 
party and elected officials,” 
according to Ruvolo, including

Although’ Jackson received 
25 percent of the vote in the 
15th Congressional district, he 
got no delegates because the 
district threshold was 30 per- 
cent. According to Hammond, 
Jackson “would have picked 
up four or five other more dele- 
gates” under a more fair set of 
rules. 


Although C. J. McLin agreed 
that “the process is unfair,” he 
placed the blame squarely on 
the shoulders of the National 
Democratic Party rather than 
the state party. Because the 

» Ghairman's--delegates were 
made up of groups which had 
to be represented at the con- 
vention, McLin felt ‘there 
wasn't any where for them to 
move." As it was, Jackson was 
awarded three of the six alter- 
nate delegates chosen-- 
Patrick Ackerman and Walter 
Burks of Cleveland and Ham- 
mond of Columbus. 


The question remains 
whether there will be a chal- 
lenge to the seating of the Ohio 
delegation. Although White 
thought that such a decision 
would have to be made by the 
national campaign, Hammond 
said that it was ‘‘a real 
possibility.”
